Thanks again to everyone especially 
the zine kids: Going Nowhere, Intox, Midget Breakdancing Digest, The 
Skanker and Vamped! for all of their continued support of each other 

When Skrewdriver reformed in 1981 (they first started in 1977 but 
rebirthed with a militant racist approach in 1981) and the Last Resort record 
store opened in south London, punk was forever changed. Here marks the 
first aggressive merging of racism into our underground subculture. Sure 
there had always been a few kids who were proud of there race and kept to 
themselves at punk shows, but this was more because punk music was a 
place for the extremists and loners, rather than as a way to unite a mass of 
people believing in white supremacy under the flag of punk and oi music. 
Since this pivotal point we always here the stories. (I go to the Mercury 2 
years ago and a nazi skinhead appears during H20's set and finds himself 
bloody on the sidewalk outside by the time Murphy's Law takes the stage. 

And lately, in our own Colorado community, we find yet another surge 
of publicity being given to the racist nazi skins. And rightly so, as we watch 
innocent lives being taken throughout the city Denver by shaved headed 
boneheads But the rest of the punk community suffers as a result. Every 
kid with a punk or oi patch and short hair is questioned, stared down, beat 
up by car fulls of hispanics or blacks calling themselves "justice patrols" as 
they cruise the city streets. And yet these acts are as wrong as the racist 
murders themselves. Condemning one set of people because of their 
appearance and musical tastes is no less than the Klans obsession with 
bigotry towards all colored people, or the extermination of all Jews in WW II 
just because some where richer than the nazis would have liked. There has 
to be a line drawn in the hazy area of skins. We must discriminate a 
difference between the two before the local punk community is bombarded 
with nazis and racist recruiters or branded as "illegal" by frustrated 
politicians trying to gain some ground. 


Colorado is no stranger to racial tension, this latest surge of events is 
not the first in our recent history. Many thought that we could elect and then 
re-elect a black mayor in Denver and then just forget how there will always 
be one of those triangles on the state of Colorado indicating a large station 
of the KKK. I remember being in elementary school and hearing the stories 
of how there was a huge Klan headquarters just outside of Denver and that 
we were the state with the biggest ratio of Klansmen to African-Americans. 
And skinheads took the headlines on March 18, 1989 when David Timoner 
was shot repeatedly and then left to burn after the skins set his car on fire. 
The next day with the police in pursuit, a Nazi took a hostage, threatening 
that he was going "to go out in a blaze of glory." Several years earlier, the 
first wave of Denver Hammer Skins took a machine gun and pulverized the 
body of Alan Berg, an outspoken Jewish radio talk show host. So this is 
nothing new to our "Colorful Colorado" state. 

Even now, two months later, we find that the mainstream people here 
are already starting to forget. But the punk community can't forget. If you 
wave the anti-racist flag, then why did you put it down when it was time to 
stand up and show the punk community's disapproval of racism? We can't 
let ourselves fall into the gray area, because it's the gray area that national 
WAR and KKK recruiters live off of. If you don't stand up and stay up it will 
all come back to a year later when the nazis are running around again like 
the Hammer Skins several years ago. They were given the boot, but we'd 
rather not go through that again. Please also tell all of your teachers at 
school, your local plastic smiled politicians and your local media that punk, 
oi, skinhead DOES NOT EQUAL racism. Tell them the truth: skinheads 
can be violent and that their shaved head found a functional purpose 
because it offered their victims no hair to grab on to in a street fight, but that 
racist skinheads are not tolerated by the rest of the community and play no 
part in the survival of our local scene 

So I give you the skinhead issue, a little bit after the fact, but some of 
you needed a reminder. Have fun with this issue, tell your friends. I can 
send big bundles of 25 /50 + zines very cheap. Peace - Stefan Substitute.

IN RESPONSE TO THAT BULLSHIT 

First thing's first: STEFAN YOU’RE FULL OF SHIT! 

(see issue 6). Now I'll get back to proving that statement a little 
bit, but being a first time contributor to R.I.T.H. I thought I should 
say a litde something first. Stefan and I met six years ago in Jr. 
High and there are no hard feelings between us (Okay, except once 
I teased him about an island named Stefonika for too long-ask him 
about it). Stefan was the original punker on scene, he was an early 
bloomer. I'm basically a new one. Yet even as a new punk I know 
shit when I see it, Jill White... 

Stefan says: Football = Jockish, Jock # Punk (I'm using # 
as "does not equal"), Marching Band # Jockish; so Marching Band 
= Punk. No, that don't work: Tits = Girls, Girls # Boys, 
Doorknobs # Girls; so do Doorknobs = Boys? (Don't analyze this 
too deeply) The second reason Marching Band is supposed to be 
"so damn punk" is cause they get heckled. Fuck that! Police get 
heckled all the time and play catch with bottles, that means we'll 
have to admit every damn copper is as punk as we are! One of my 
cousins plays classical music, Bach. Beethoven, Handel etc. This 
boy speaks four languages , took an extra class at lunch while he 
was going to Mullen (prep school of all prep schools). And all of us 
give him shit even to the point of heckling. Now he's a punk. 
(You'd laugh if you knew him) The whole fuckin' world is punk 
now. 


Now here's my own reasons the Marching Band is so 
damn not punk. The Band has everyone dress up in a fuckin' ugly 
uniform 32 generations have used, uniforms made by some homo 
who's gotta be dead by now.

A Rebuttal to That Bullshit 

First off, Stefan is full of shit most of the time, but in his Marching 
Band = Punk Rock article he was right on. Mike, your little bit 
about marching band not being punk rock was FULL OF SHIT. 
Now Mike and I have known each other for a while so I hope he 
does not take this too rough. But know this Mike, I'm about to 
school you so sit down and shut up. 

Let us start at the beginning. I would like to strike all of 
the stupid equation bullshit about what equals what and what 
doesn't equal what from this whole discussion. Doorknobs = Boys? 
too abstract. On to the second point. Stefan says band kids get 
heckled. Mike says police get heckled, so does that make them 
punk rock? Good point Mike, you bring up an interesting counter 
to Stefan's reasoning. But let's examine this further. Have you ever 
walked in a band room? For all those of you who have you will 
know what I am talking about when I say that high school marching 
band is made up of the largest crew of misfits, dorks, outcasts, and 
socially retarded freaks that lyiankind has to offer. But here is 
where there punk rockness comes in: They could give a fuck what 
some stupid Abercrombie and Finch wearing lacrosse playing 
"popular" kid thinks of them. If they get heckled, they'll come right 
back with the all encompassing "Fuck Off." Will a police officer do 
that? He'll hide behind his badge and worry about whether these 
scary kids are going to try something and whether or not he should 
call for backup or start busting heads with his or her flashlight. 

All right next point. Mike you make no sense. Ugly 
uniforms 32 generations old made by some homo is as punk as it 
gets. First of all "ugly we can assume is not "pretty." Things that are 
accepted as pretty are so because the majority has deemed them as 
such. Therefore, "ugly" that which is not accepted as pretty is punk 
rock. Second old is sometimes punk rock. It is always necessary to 
keep in touch with your roots, know the old school, so as to be able 
to appreciate the new! In addition, there's something strangely 
satisfying about knowing that your playing in a uniform that has 
been worn many years before by people who were just as ostracized 
then as band kids are now. Third point: Homosexuality is Punk As 
Fuck. You're talking about people who have been raised in a society 
that spits on same sex relationships and looks at homosexuality as 
disgusting and immoral. But still they say "No, that isn't the right 
way lor me, what you're trying to force on me doesn't fell right, I'm 
going to try a different way." 'And so that's my soapbox. I'm done 
with that part. 

Now Mike, I've never been to a punk rock show where 
everyone has marching band outfits, so what's your point? If you go 
to a show at the Raven or the Merc., everyone has the same outfit: 
spiky hair of some kind (or a shaved head), a patch covered jacket 
or hoodv. camouflage army fatigues, black army boots and chains 
and spiky bracelets. Does that make those people any less punk 
rock? Of course not. The point is that no matter how you dress in 
one place, there will always be someone who dresses the same wav 
for the same reason somewhere else. Now I'm not saying that band 
kids wear their uniforms in an attempt to stick out, because they 
don't. I'm trying to illustrate a point that IT DOESN'T MATTER 
HOW YOU DRESS! Clothing means nothing. I have met people 
who looked like the punkest motherfuckers out there, who only 
thought punk rock was cool because they play Down Bv Law on 
MTV. And the preppiest looking fuck, who was more punk rock

than anyone I'd ever met. Anyway, after all that, here's the point: 
what you wear has no bearing on how you act or think. I don't 
think I understand how you connect marching band to fucking | 
sheep in the ass but whatever, I don't think that comment needs to j 
be rebutted because of it's inherent stupidness. And don't even try 
to talk about organized routines and "mosh pits" (God I HATE that 
term). Do you really think that "mosh pits have anything to do 
with punk rock? Stupid kids start mosh pits at Smashing Pumpkins 
concerts, Bush concerts and Collective Soul concerts. Whatever 
altema rockers call "mosh pits" have no tiling to do with punk rock. 
However you make a good point about the fact that marching band 
is all about organized routine but making a blanket statement like 
"CONFORMISTS" is as much ignorant as it is arrogant. Do you 
honestly believe that because of one class that entails orderliness all 
of the kids are conformists? Allow me to remind you that many of 
the kids in band are in band because that is one of the only places 
to find other people with similar interests. Why did you get into 
punk rock? I know I did because I didn't want to fit in with the 
white upper-middle class Gap attitude that is so prevalent in my 
town. Now on to your point about questioning authority. Your 
right, it is quite punk rock to question authority boldly and often. 
And I don't know what you've seen but at E.H.S. band if a song 
sucks, the director is made well aware of it. So don't talk to me 
about band kids mindlessly playing what's put in front of their faces. 
If they didn't think it was good they probably wouldn't play it. 

Now, you talk about lack of expression, do vou plav any 
instruments? WHY DO YOU THINK BAND KIDS PLAY 
INSTRUMENTS! What, do you think that band is the only 
reason? Band exists solely because there are kids out there who plav 
instruments and want to have the chance to play songs with other 
people. Now you say they're told how to play, when to get loud, 
how to play. It's called dynamics. And here's a tip for future 
reference: one should not talk about things one doesn't understand. 
Pick up some kind of instrument Mike, learn how to play, and then 
come talk to me about lack of expression, until then you are in no 
place to talk about it. 

Now I would like to talk about how you're three reasons 
why band isn't punk rock and is like religion are full of shit. And by 
the way what the hell is with the "gasp, gasp" in parenthesis? Do 
you want me to be offended by this? The only tiling that offends 
me is people saving stupid shit about things they have never been a 
part of + don't have the foggiest inkling of an understanding about. 
Anyway: 1) Band kids do question authority, like why would I do 
homework when I can play an instrument. And our band director 
always knows where his kids stand on their music. 2) Dressing up 
and parading around for their show has absolutely nothing to do 
with religion. If you're going to tiy and draw parallels, try to have 
them be relevant, it makes your argument more credible. 3) Stefan's 
article was an editorial expressing an opinion. It is a condition of 
our country that anytime someone tries to exercise their freedom of 
speech, someone has to jump on them. "Don't preach to me asshole, 
vou can't force your morals on me!" Who was trying to preach or 
force anything on anyone in Stefan's article? Granted you are 
entitled to express your opinion in return, but it is always wiser to 
understand something before you choose to discuss it. Hie only 
thing your article managed to prove was that, vou have no idea what 
band or music is about, and that you've fallen into the eternal 
competition to see who is more punk titan who. Don't forget Mike, 
punk rock is about uniting those who don't think the mainstream is 
cool, and not judging those who might not carry identical opinions 
and activities as you. If a kid knows who he or she really is and is 
comfortable with themselves and doesn't let what is accepted as "the 
thing to do" sway their decisions, then that is punk rock, regardless 
of dress, creed, race, religion, sex, or organization. Making a blanket 
statement about a bunch of people vou probably haven't even 
looked in the face before like "all band members aren't one of us. 
except for Stefan" does nothing more titan make you look ignorant. 
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In order to write a more educated column, I went to the 
library to do more research on non-racist skins. This is what I 
found: Oh, that’s write, I didn't find anything. Every title had to do 
with "hate crimes," "Neo-nazis," "White Supremacists," and such. 

I guess this is exactly the point. People automatically associate the 
term "skinhead" with these things. People don't realize that there 
are different types of skinheads and not all are racist. Out of the 
80 or so titles I saw, only about 3 even hinted at this. 

From what I understand, the skinhead movement started 
around the time of early, first wave ska. The clothing (suspenders, 
steel-toed boots...) was adopted from that of the dock workers who 
shaved their heads to protect themselves from lice. It was about 
taking care of and having pride in yourself and your heritage. Later, 
this idea was twisted around into taking pride in your race, and 
hating everyone else. It was these people who gave the other 
skinheads a bad name. 

Again, what I am telling you is just the way I understand it 
from what I've been told. But that's another point. We only know 
what we've been told, and we readily accept it as the truth. Much 
like Hitler and other governments who censor and control the output 
of information, the truth can be horribly distorted. By editing the 
material taught in school and provided to the public, Hitler was able 
to convince a large amount of Germans that h£ was a good guy. 
Now me, growing up as an American (the "good guys who fought 
the evil Nazis.") I would have liked to put a bullet in Adolf's head 
myself, even if it cost me my life. My point is, that people are 
extremely eager to accept any explanation they can get, and, as 
Hitler said himself, it is easier to convince people of a big lie than a 
little lie. Bold, black and white stories are hard to challenge, while 
gray area fibs can be tackled easily, one by one. So, if the 
government is controlling what we find in the libraries then we 
might not be getting the full picture. 

A few weeks ago, I was talking to someone in Denver 
who was telling me about all of the problems his non-racist 
skinhead friends were having. This was at a time of great tension 
during the big skinhead crackdown in Colorado. Wherever his 
friends went, they were bombarded with people yelling at them and 
giving them hateful looks. However, I do not blame these people 
for reacting the way they did. What the white supremacists had 
recently done was heinous. When the people on the streets saw a 
group of guys dressed in the same attire as the racist skins, it is 
understandable that they would react the way they did. They 
thought they were observing people from the same group who had 
recently killed a police officer, an innocent black man and paralyzed 
a Samaritan who was trying to help. All of this was unjustified and 
terrible. Perhaps though, in the minds of those racists, those 
killings might have been justified. This is a sick and disturbing 
thought, but it goes to show you how brainwashed people can be. 

What I am getting at is that the full truth is hard to find. 
Most of what we hear is biased in one way or another. People will 
believe what they have been taught, and then write books and 
teach others according to how they were taught. In this chain 
reaction and passing down of biased information, the common 
knowledge tends to grow more and more exaggerated. I think that 
killing someone because of their race, sexuality, religion or anything 
like that is disgusting. It is blindness, ignorance and intolerance. 

Alls I'm saying is that people have "facts" to support any 
story, so be careful what you believe. Remember: Racism = bad.

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I wonder how many people rememLer I 
what happened the last time that 
neo-Nazis were allowed to gain a 
foothold in the streets? As I recall, it 
began remarkably like the recent 
deplorable incidents in Denver last 
month. A few isolated attacks which 
everybody, punks included, ignored, 
attributing the attacks to a few mindless \ year-old skater-kid got shot by a Nazi 
potato heads getting their kicks stomping that we were galvanized, and began to 

take action. B>y then it was nearly too 


peoples heads. We figured they'd grow up 
and move on. 

Th en the daylight attacks in public 
started. 

Then home invasion attacks. 

Next came the firebombing. 

IBefore anyone could really fathom the 
situation, cells of neo-Nazis began 
stalking people thought to be associated 
wath anti-racist movements, writing down 
names, addresses, car makes and models, 
places of w T ork, phone numbers, etc. 

It wasn't until names began appearing on 
hit lists that any of us realized the extent 
of the neo-Nazis' organization. 

We thought the attacks were iso lated. 
"We thought the neo-Nazi activity would 
peter out on its own like it had so many 
times before. 1 he next thing we knew, we 
were enduring an all-out attack, f hey 
knew who we were; we had no idea who 
they were. They caught us napping, and 
we paid for it. 

Nazi activity began to get bolder-- they 
weren't just tracking people anymore, nor 
were they simply trying to frighten us 
with threats of violence, they were 
showing up at people's houses with bats 
and knives and guns and bombs. Ten to 
twenty armed neo-Nazis would barge into 
punk shows, start a near-riot and then sit 
back and watch as the pigs arrested their 
victims. I he media were there too, 
silently condoning the violence, ensconced 
in the myth of journalistic objectivity' 
while snapping pictures of punks and 
mix-identifying them in the papers as 
neo-Nazis. 

At first, our response was slow, dis¬ 


organized. "We fought amongst ourselves 
about how to best deal with the neo- 
Nazis violence. Some people thought we 
shou Id ride it out, avoiding all violence 
because in their eyes, that would make us 
no better than the neo-Nazis. Some 
wanted to adopt a defensive posture and 
light back only wdien attacked. Others 
^ wanted to get guns and knives and bombs 
and lnt the Nazis randomly, just as they 
'/H^Jhad done to us. It wasn't until a sixteen 
^ year-old

'We began to unravel the web of the 
Nazis' organization, eventually ident¬ 
ifying their leaders (one of whom is still 
in prison for breaking someone's back 
with a two-by-four; in an engrossing 
prison interview with Dave of Infinite 
Onion fame he detailed the Hammer 
Skins' plan of action), and finding links 
with the KICK, 'Wliite Aryan Resistance 
CWAR), and the Aryan Nations, all of 
which are highly organized, extremely 
violent organizations who will literally 
stop at nothing to eradicate their 
enemies. As an example /of their mth- 
lessness and relentlessness, consider this 
less than three months ago, a friend of 
mine who actively fought against the neo- 
Nazis during the time described here (all 
of the above events occurred between 

1991 and 1996), started h is car one 

morning, and as he was driving, the entire 
area under the dashboard caught fire. He 
took the car to a friend's garage, and 
asked if the fire could have been 
accidental. His friend, who had been an 
ordinance/ munitions specialist in the 
army, found that the wires had been 
crossed (to create a short, and thus a 
spark) and then inserted into a slit in the 
cars fuel line, which, had the trap 
worked as expected, would have caused an 
explosion and fire which would have 
consumed him and his car m a matter of 
secon Js. After nearly four years of 
silence, my friend thought that the 
neo-Nazis had forgotten about him. 
Obviously, they had not. Nor will they 


J' forget you, if they are allow’ed to gain this 
■ kind of Power again. 

After finally discovering the depth 
^and breadth of the conspiracy against 
j ^ we had no choice but to fight back. A 
'/th e case when any sort of trouble appears, 
B a lot of people who had quite vociferously 
declared themselves to be Militant 
anti-racist punk-type people suddenly 
quit hanging around when the shit started 
raining down on their heads. Those that 
stuck around however, determined that 
they were gonna fling that shit right back 
in eke neo- Nazis faces. 

Wlienever the neo-Nazis showed their 
faces, it was made very clear to them that 
they were not wanted. Sometimes they 
left of their own accord. Sometimes they 
were beaten, as was tke case in the 
defining and climactic battle that finally, 
after two years of beatings and bombings, 
drove what neo -Nazis were left 
underground or out of the state. It was 
one of the most terrifying and surreal 
nights of my life. 

A ska-punk band from IBoulder, The 
Screw, was playing a show at the old 
Gothic club Ground Zero in Colorado 
Springs. The usual contingent of Nazis 
showed up, but stuck to the shadows for 
the most part. A few were near the 
plywood stage. I was dancing in front of 
the stage when I got knocked flat on my 
ass by some moron posing as a tough guy. 
Running endlessly in a counterclockwise 
circle, as so many testosterone- poisoned 
jock-punks are wont to do when the 
music starts and their puny pricks swell 
to the size of a sewing needle. I he place 
was packed that night, as it always was 
when The Screw played, and as soon as I 
fell over, five or six pairs of boots were 
pogo-ing on my back. I felt someone grab 
the back of my shirt. I saw a pair of 
oxblood Docs. I saw red laced in the 
Docs. Halfway up from the floor, a white 
arm the size of a tree branch moved to 
support me under my left shoulder. A 
swastika tattoo the size of an apple was 
etched on the arm. As he set me on my 
feet, I saw the tee shirt with the 
Hammer Skins' crossed-hammer (stolen

incidentally, from a scene in Pink Ployd 
s The Wall) logo and the Laid head. 1 
thought I'd had it. The fist I was 
expecting to go through my face turned 
out to he an openhanded pat on the Lack. 
I was stunned. And confused. 

Aft er the show as I was walking through 
the parking lot, I was nearly knocked to 
the ground as six Laid heads shot past me, 
scattering in different directions as they 
rounded the corner of the building. I 
turned around to see a moL of at least a 
hundred punks, skaters, and various 
miscreants heading towards me. They, 
too, damn near howled me over. Four of| 
the neo-Nazis were caught in the parking 
lot. The other two were chased across 
Union B oulevard, over a chain-link 
fence, into a golf course. I watched as one 
of the neo- Nazis caught in the parking 
lot fell across the hood of a car. I could 
see fists rising into the air and coming 
down with such force that the front end 
of the car LoLLed up and down like a 
lowrider with hydraulic suspension. 

T hat was how it ended. All six of the 
neo-Nazis there that night were severely 
Lea ten. Wlien the Nazis had scampered 
off, bloodied and soundly beaten, I got the 
full story: as people were filing out after 
the show, the neo-Nazis had started to 
sieg lieil. Wlien challenged, one of them, 
apparently the one who had picked me up 
off the floor, pulled a knife and hinged at 
someone. 1 hat was all it took. With in 
minutes, lie, along with his bonehead 
buddies, were lying bleeding in tke parking 
lot and in the golf course. V anous 
threats of retaliation were made, but 
never really materialized. Since that 
night, what Nazis were left in ( olorado 
Springs went into hiding, or left the state 
altogether. The same thing happened in 
Denver. Occasionally you might see a 
neo-Nazi learning around, but they are 
often quiet and non-confrontational. 
Until recently, it seems. 

I abhor violence. It leaves a bad feeling 
that sinks into my bones and resides 
there for weeks after I witness or am 
solved in an act of violence against 
iother human being (I do not however, 


oppose acts of violence against inanimate 
objects). I hope that I'm never again 
called upon to act violently. But 
sometimes violence is the only way. If 
we'd let the neo-Nazis get away with the 
shit they were pulling four years ago, I 
might not be writing this. If ou might not 
be reading it. Certainly a number of my 
friends would be either in the ground or 
in wheelchairs. 

Somehow I doubt that the recent 
i neo-Nazi violence in Denver is on the 
level as the violence we encountered 1 
I a few T years ago. But it remains neo-Nazi 1 
I activity and violence, and therefore I 
| demands a quick and decisive response| 
4

riding it out and waiting until the threat 
goes away on its own at me. I know the 
ramifications of that line of thinking. I 
know from experience that ignoring a 
cancerous tumor won t send it into 
remission. It becomes malignant and 
spreads throughout the body almost 
overnight. The next thing you know, 
you're standing against a wall watching a 
gang of neo-Nazis armed with bats, 
knives and fuck knows what else advance 
on you. And you know they're not going 
I to listen to your words. Unfortunate as it 
I is, sometimes the only way to get your 
I poi nt acr oss is throug h your clenched fist. .

It 
called the Mighty Mighty Bosstones, Sublime, Reel Big Fish, No Doubt, 
Buck-o-Nine, Sugar Ray, 311, and Smashmouth the "Anti-Grunge." Happy 
Fratboy Pop-Ska. It mentioned that jocks and punks who hated each other in 
high school, now live in the same frathouse and skank together. That the 
current wave of “skank" was the wedding of stereotypical punk and a 
I rastafarian ganga smokin' reggae lover. 

What in the hell is going on? So much for clearing my head, I was 
| pretty upset. 311 a ska band? Get the fuck outta here. Sugar Ray's "Fly" is 
j ska? Piss off. Sublime's "Date Rape" might have been a ska song, but that was 
i about it. Most of their stuff is crap that flirts between various musical styles, 
j No Doubt never claimed to be a ska band. That was a label mainstream medium 
I slapped on them because they said Madness and the Specials were some of 
! their influences. A co-worker of mine just bought the new Smashmouth Cd and 
j sure enough, there are a couple of ska songs, but the stuff they play on the 
j radio isn't even remotely ska. As for Buck-o-Nine... well anyone who knows me 
| knows how I feel about this band (I think they stink). I’m amazed at the 
ignorance of the author of this article. How could a rural Midwestern hick from 
Iowa know more about the underground sound of ska than a hip, know-it-all, 
trendy music lover who writes for Spin Magazine!?! 

And Spin isn't the only one. Let s take Denver's very own radio 
station KTCL 93.3 The>Adventure for an example. Every Friday night at 7pm 
they have a show called SkaTCL. The DJ, whose name is F, plays a few Two-Tone 
songs and plenty of Buck-o-Nine and Save Ferris. Hey. This guy sure knows his 
music. I wonder who puts together his nightly playlist. Don't get me wrong, it's 
great hearing ska music on the radio. Occasionally he plays some cool stuff, 
but when it's followed up by “My Town" or the new Goldfinger song, I lose a lot 
of respect for the guy. It is obvious he is out of his element. When he tells 
the Rudeboys and Rudegirls to call in and win stuff. I think to myself "I doubt 
! any Rudies are listening." I feel sorry for the poor kid who is. I feel sorry for 
| the poor fella that reads Spin Magazine. They are getting misinformation from 
j the mainstream. 

So I guess it's up to me to set the record straight. Here is your 
unofficial history of ska according to me. It started in Jamaica in the late 
1950 s and early 60's and is the forefather of rocksteddy and reggae. 
Eventually, the sound found itself in the UK through Jamaican immigrants. This 
is considered the first wave of ska. It was slower than we're accustomed to 
today. An example of this era would be Desmond Decker of the Skatalites. 
Believe it or not. but Bob Marley and the Waiters' first album was a ska album. 
If you ever get a chance to see the cover, you'll be surprised to find that ol' 
Bob was a skinhead back then. 

Jumping ahead a few years, would find us in the second wave of ska, 
or the Two-Tone era. This took place in the late 70's and early BO's over in the 
UK. The attitudes of punk mingled with that of ska. The pace was quickened 
and the horn section played a bigger part. Bands of this time were The 
Specials. The English Beat. Bad Manners, The S electer. and Madness. Ska was 
predicted to be the next big thing, but it never quite caught on. 

Today we live in the third wave of ska. It’s hard to say when it 
actually started, but a few would argue it has been going on since the Two-Tone 
era ended. Bands like the Toasters and the NY Citizens kept the spirit alive. 
Today ska is mixed with a million different styles ranging from punk to pop to 
metal to jazz to swing. Many bands, like the Mighty Mighty Bosstones play a 
hybrid called ska-core. Other bands like the Slackers strive for a more 
traditional sound. This is the biggest ska movement yet and like before, it's 
predicted to be the next big thing. 

I love this music. It hurts when some moron cuts it down and 
doesn't know what they're talking about. So beware. Question what you hear. If 
you’re curious what this ska stuff is all about, do some research. Go to some 
shows. Buy a Let's Go Bowling Cd. Write me a note and I'll set you straight.

I got this recipe from a really kickass Punk named Chris who works 
at Independent Records downtown in the Springs. 

You will need:

Salt Lake City psychologist and gang expert 
Terie Eidahold is trying to make sense of what she 
has dubbed "Utah’s home-grown, upper-class gang."

violent," she added. "But since they don't 
participate in things that other gangs are involved 
in, our straight edgers may be finding an escape 
from boredom and a source of identification 
violence." 

Salt Lake County sheriffs Deputy Scott Perry, 
who is in charge of security at Kearns High School, 
a few miles southwest of Slat Lake City, would not 
argue with that. 

At Kearns, five straight edgers recently "put the 
boots to another student who needed stitches to put 
his face back together," he said. 


"Sober Straight Edge gang: 

Utah's suburban terrorists"

i Salt Lake City- Two years ago, Clinton Colby 
Ellerman announced a shift that made his parents 
sigh with relief: He'd sworn off alcohol, drugs, 
smoking- even sex- and taken up the cause of 
; animal rights. 

Never mind that he'd also had crossed M-16 
assault rifles tattooed on the back of his head and 
was inspired by the deafening and aggressive 
anthems of a hard-core punk movement calling 
itself Straight Edge. 

"At first my mom and dad thought it was a good 
thing." said Ellerman. 21. during an interview' at the 
Salt Lake City Metro Jail. "It would have been a 
good thing if the violence had been taken out of it." 

A month ago. a state court judge ordered 
Ellerman to spend two years in jail for his role in a 
July 1996 raid on a local mink farm/ His 
19-year-old brother, Joshua, also a straight edger, is 
facing federal charges carrying a minimum 30-year 
prison sentence in connection with the March 1997 
bombing of a fur breeders cooperative. 

What's Straight Edge? That's what everyone in 
Utah wants to know as federal agents and state and 
local police chase its local followers from one 
fur-farm raid, arson, or bloody melee to another. 

Gradually, the story of a vicious offshoot of a 
national subculture is emerging here. Straight 
Edge- whose followers favor shaved heads, combat m 
fatigues. Doc Martens, and pierced and tattooed! 
flesh- began in New York in the mid-1980s as a 
quiet rebellion against apathy and addiction. 

The movement still exist, with factions actingj 
mostly as peaceful "moral watchdogs" wherever| 
there is punk rock. Lately, however. Straight Edgej 
groups from Southern California to New York have! 
been trying to disavow' their Utah brethren. 

In Utah, no sooner had police detectives noticed 
the straight edgers in the early 1990s than they 
began receiving reports of bombings and arson 
attacks that targeted annual-product stores- 
ineluding leather furriers and fast-food stands- and! 
assaults and stabbings at punk rock concerts. 

Ever since, straight edgers have been destroying 
notions about the causes of gang violence in a state 
where growing up these days can be a pretty safe 
and comfortable affair. 

These are mostly young, middle-class. Anglol 
vegetarians who communicate through their own j 
web sites and view themselves as courageous sober 
soldiers in a dangerously corrupt and pollutedj 
society. And they enforce their mantra- True Tila 
Death- with brass knuckles. Molotov cocktails and! 
pipe bombs. 

Utah law-enforcement authorities say the| 
number of these "suburban terrorists" has jumped^ 
from a few dozen to more than 1,000 in five years- \ 
and shows of growing further. At least 40 cases of j 
arson, vandalism and serious assault- including the| 
torching of a Salt Lake City McDonald's- have be 
traced to straight edgers.

Chumbawamba consist of 8 individuals who live 
communally, sharing space, money, and food in a large 
house in the suburbs of Leeds. A friendlier, more helpful 
bunch of people you could not wish to meet! 

As a band they have very high principles, living 
vegan, pacifist lifestyles, and are involved in many pro¬ 
gressive political actions that take place in their area- 
squatting hunt saboteurs, "stop the city" protests, etc. 

The band hope to make their first record soon, 
which will be independently financed and distributed. 
Meanwhile, their gigs are currently among the most 
interesting to watch, because they utilize a variety of 
props/ costumes which amplify the important messages 
contained in their lyrics on stage. 

This interview was conducted by Paul and Dig 
prior to the band playing in Nottingham on 14 June 1984. 

Q) WHY HAVE YOU PRODUCED BOOKLETS ATTACKING JOHN 
LENNON AND HIS RECORD COMPANY, E.M.I.? 

CHW; EMI set John Lennon up as a kind of token peace 
protester, when in fact EMI makes bombs and weapons 

systems. 

CHW, It’s the biggest paradox. Everyone knows "Give Peace 
a Chance," it would be nice if people also knew every time 
they bought that record they put money into armaments 
manufacture. 

CHW; Another thing with John Lennon; his "Imagine" video, 
even though the lyrics are great- kind of anarchist- the 
film cost thousands of pound to make, is set in a huge 
mansion, with him wearing fur coats and playing a 
massive grand piano. It's ridiculous. "Image no 
possessions" it says in the song. But on the other hand 
it's good he’s at least getting it over to people. 

CHW; Same with the film "Ghandi” made by EMI Films, 
shown at EMI cinemas. 

Q) WOULD YOU EVER CONSIDER PERHAPS SELLING OUT TO 

THE RECORD BIZ FOR ONE SINGLE 9 

CHW; No. Never. That’s what they all do, like the Clash 

did. 

Q) THEY ALL SAY THEY’LL REACH MORE PEOPLE, POPULARIZE 
THE MESSAGE.... 

CHW; I think that people who take that attitude, water 
whatever they’re saying down, and dirty their hands so 
much, it makes all'they say null and void. 





CHW; At the moment I don’t think Chumbawamba are 
prepared to do anything record/ music wise because we’re 
meant to do it as a band. Everything we do is to reach 
people, make them aware and to say something. 

CHW; AS soon as you start doing things like that you’re a 
part of the whole entertainment business.

CHW; Hopefully we’re trying to get up the backs of Thorn- 
EMI, expose the hypocrisy of everything they get up to, 
and do it to such an extent that they actually notice it. 
They’re so big, and involved in so many things that people 
don’t know- one of their subsidiaries is the HMV record 
shops- loads of people go to them and buy independent 
records without thinking. 

Q) SO YOU’RE TRYING TO MAKE PEOPLE MORE AWARE OF THE 
CONSEQUENCES OF THEIR ACTIONS? 

CHW; Yeah, even simply buying a record. 

CHW; And it’s not just EMI. We use them because they’re 
an obvious example, but it applies to all the big record 
companies. EMI have companies in the US too. Capitol, 1 
think, and others. 

Q) HOW CAN PEOPLE GET INFORMATION LIKE THIS. TO FIND 
OUT FOR THEMSELVES WHAT COMPANIES ARE INVOLVED IN 9 
CHW; One way is to write to the companies-- pretend you 
are a student doing a project-- write asking for info 
about weapons development or their involvement in the 
Falklands War. They think it’s great, they'll send you lots 
of glossy brochures and everything. 

CHW; Dunst (one of Chumbawamba) once wrote to EMI and 
they wrote back offering him a job!! (Much Laughter) 

CHW; Yeah, 1 think they guessed I was just after info, I'd 
put a joke name on or something. They wrote back 
saying'"we’ve accepted your application for a job, please 
arrive at suchansuch time and place...." 

CHW; They were probably going to blow you up!

The second and 
third song don't follow the Jawbreaker 
theme but instead they follow a more 
traditional punk rock style: fast and a 
little upset. The 4rth song is both 
melodic and pissed. A very good song. 
Don't leave yet though, this puppy has a 
hidden track! Perhaps the best song on 
the album lies about 20 minutes into the 
fourth track. This song is quite 
different from the other 4 with its 
sweet instrumentals and nicely placed 
pauses. Big City will definitely get a 
fair share of time in my CD player.
